RETROSPECT OF 
Piece Goods, Ir is long since we have had 
to record a year which has been on the 
whole satisfactory to importers of textile 
ies. The position of most of these 
articles of import was favourable 
enongh at the beginning of the year, 
and the results wonld probably ‘have 
been much more satisfactory had it not 
been for a very powerful disturbing . 
clement—the violent fluctuations in 
Exchange. Importers speedily lost all 
confidence in the value of Silver, were 
afflicted with a. mania for remitting at 
any rate which bankers might offer, 
with hardly an attempt to extort at 
least the laying down cost of silver 
remittances, when it was obvious enough 
even to the most careless observer that 
bullion was scarce and hardly pro» 
curable, besides being urgently needed, 
Instead of making saleson theenstomary 
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terms for delivery, and waiting for 
an opportunity of availing of the urgent 
needs of the foreign banks, which have 
heen for the most quite bare of silver, 
the general plan has been to 
sales for.cash, an operation that can, 
for the most part, be effected only at a 
sacrifice, and to hasten to secure bank 
drafts quite irrespective of the supply 
of covering remittances available to 
bankers, ‘These ‘latter, althongh ab- 
solutely withont silver, or borrowing 
tho metal from the native banks at 
exorbitant rates of interest, from.7 to 
80 per cent. per annum, took advantage 
of thisill-judged eagerness to lay mo 
down at very favourable rates compare’ 
with the conenrrent’ quotations of 
Silver at home and the expenses of lay- 
ing it down. In former ‘times, the 
import of goods was regarded in a great 
measure as a mean of laying down 
fords for the purchase of exports. 
Now, a number of banking institations 
which bring but little capital into the 
country levy a tax upon the proceeds 
of imports, which are paid for by 
Chinese bank’ orders, which become 
available in payment for exports drawn 
against under documentary credits. 
e trade: in imports is to a great 
extent dissociated from that in exports, 
and it is doubtless ‘inevitable that it 
should be so generally ; but in an ex- 
ceptional’ state of things such as has 
prevailed in 1876, it is desirable that 
some discretion to remit in produce 
shotild be allowed. So far as China is 
concerned, Silver has not depreciated, 
as many remitters have found when 
arohaing articles of export other than 
In fact, as far as imports are con- 
cerned, Silver may be considered to 
have been appreciated in: value; the 
available supplies were inadequate to 
the wants of trade, and prices must 
havo shrank accordingly. 
There can be little doubt that demand 
for consumption was much restricted 
by the scarcity of money in this place, 
which, it cannot be disputed, is the 
commercial metropolis of China. Nor 
can this scarcity be attributed entirely 
to the unusnally large quantity of silver 
required to pay for silk, because it com- 
menced before the silk’ season opened, 
and at a time when it was supposed 
that the silk crop was likely to be rather 
short; as early as the 12th May we 
mentioned that native interest had been 
as high as one tael a thousand a day, 
or 363 per cent. per annum. Nor could 
it be attributable in any way to an 
entirely imaginary hoarding of the 
smetallic resources of the trading classes, 
who; in fact, displayed their usual con- 
fidence in the security of property 
placed under foreign’ protection ; since 
the:monetary stringency we refer to re- 
curred at intervals both before the fear 
of hostilities was seriously entertained 
and’ after the cause for apprehension 
was removed, It arose from the with- 
drawal of silver from this country by 
foreign banks, npon whom the Chinese 
had for many years depended for sup- 
plies of bullion and dollars to move 
the Silk and Tea crops. This stringency 
rendered the pradent Chinese loth to 
engage deeply in operations the profits 
| on which were likely to be eaten up.by 


The extreme deaness of money 
which prevailed throughout thie year 
affected prices unfavourably in another 
way, viz., by rendering it difficult and 
ruinous for importers to proctite ad- 
vances, and thus inducing a pressure 
to sell npon dull markets. 

The drought in the northern pro- 
vinces and the consequent famine 
have doubtless restricted the trade by 
diminishing the purchasing powers of 
these provinces. We find, nevertheless, 
that the total deliveries for the year 
show an increase as’ far as 
goods are concerned; Fancy Cottons 
and Woollens show a slight falling off. 
The nett result is a moderate increase in 
trade, The fear of hostilities between 
England and China did not have much 
effect upon the import trade; if it 
retarded business for a time, the settle- 
ment took place early enough not. to 
interfere with the usual autamn 
demand. 

If, in spite of these causes militating 
against the trade, a not unimportant 
increase in the volume of a portion of 
it has been witnessed, we may 
sugar favourably for the fatare. We 
already hear of promise of favourable 
crops in the North, and we may expect 
that, when it is Shoronghly understood 
in England that profitable employment 
is to be found for considerable quantities 
of capital, for which hardly any use 
appears to exist at home, we may fairly 
expect that capital to find its way hero 
in the shape of silver. The opening of 
two new ports on the Yangtsze to 
foreign traders, and six places of call 
to foreign steamers, will doubtless give 
a powerfal impetus to all imported 
goods, by permitting them to be laid 
down in the neighbourhood of large 
areas of consumption, at a saving in 
freight, in time, and in avoidance of 
the restrictive barrier charges. The pro- 
test made by the Ministers of Germany 
and the United States against the 
imposition of likin tax upon goods of 
foreign origin, which may have paid 
import and transit duties, will doubtless 
aid in the same direction. 

It is difficult to account for the con- 
tinned falling off in the consumption of 
Woollens. “As regards fancy goods, 
such as Crape Lastres, the suggestion 
may be hazarded that it is dae to 
several years of cheap and abundant 
silk. The expansion of trade, which 
reached its culminating point some five 
years ago, was attributed to the dear- 
ness of silk. These fabrics are made in 
imitation of silk articles of attire. Al- 
though silk last year reached a point 
never known before, and is still abnor- 
mally high, the rise in price has not had 
time to tell upon native consumption 
to any extent.

And a far stronger control than is 
now kept would have to be exerted 
over the doings of the provincial 
officials; but this could be better 
done, if a degree of purification were 
effected at the fountain head. The rice 
tribute, of course, would have to go, 
in any rational system of reform; 
but no one, not even a Chinese 
official, can deny that this would bea 
great boon to the Empire. Unfortu- 
nately, it happens that the personal 
contributions of high officials are the 
main support of the Imperial Court in 
its extravagances. So that abuses 
are left to grow, and the adminis. 
tration of the Empire becomes 
feebler day by day. It is unfortunate 
for a country when it bas come to such @ 

pass that the interests of the Governors 
eo a inetly opposed to those of 
the nation at large, as in China. No 
powerfal faction as yet seems to have 
found a policy of reform of abuses ; yet 
we believe that the statesman who 
would take up such a ery, and show 
his ability to carry it out, would find 
the whole nation at bis back. The 
nearest approach to such a policy was 
undertaken by Tséog Kwoh-fan; and 
fow officials in any portion of the world 
ever attained to such wide popularity. 
Yet the secret was easily learned. It 
consisted in having before his eyes the 
good of the people, and placing in » 
secondary position the interests of a 
class. Possibly, had Tsing Kwob-fan 
lived, his reforms would have taken a 
more permanent character than they 
bave done; but his death was unfor- 
tunately the signal for a relapse to 
official selfishness exceeding all which 
has gone before. As it is, we must 
only hope, in China, that some event 
will occar to change the present policy 
of the governing powers; for neither 
home nor foreign relations can be eon- 
jered on a satisfactory basis under 
the present regime.

He is perhaps 
hardly conscious himself of tho full 
irony of his remark that, if rice 
must be sent to Peking, it would 
be cheaper to buy it in Shanghai 
with the money raised in Hukwang, 
than to collect rice in the latter province 
and pay freight on it down the river! 
He places the Government, in fact, in 
the position of ordering their revennes 
to be remitted in rico instead of in 
ilver, simply that they may have an 
excuse to pay the extravagant rate of 
6 mace per picul to the Steamer Com- 
pany, which they have undertaken to 
patronise, It is unnecessary to say 
that all this means so much waste of 
money; and that this money has to be 
made good out of the general revenues 
—in other words, that the people are 
taxed in order to subsidise a Company 
to do useless work. ‘The mass of the 
people of course do not understand 
this; nor, perhaps, do many even of 
those whose aid is enlisted to carry out 
the scheme, Chinese merchants who 
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come in contact with foreigners at 
Shanghai and other open _ ports 
probably appreciate the extravagance; 
but their voice would have no great 
influence even if they.cared to speak; 
perhaps there may be, even in their 
minds, o latent, feeling of approval of

The attempted Robbery of a Steamer’s Treasure, 
Mr, Rexsiz conducted the prosecution, 
Prisoner was undefended. 

‘The prisoner was bronght up for trial on 
the charge of being implicated in an attempted 
robbery of the treasure on board the steamer 

upeh. 

Fifteen persons were summoned to serve on 
the jury, and the following five were drawn— 
Messrs. A. Anderson, G. L, Morrison, H 
Hertz, J. H. Hatfield, and W. H. Dalgleish. 
Mr. Edbrook was among the first five drawn, 
but he was objected to by the prosecution, 





Prisoner pleaded not guilty, 
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‘Ma. Reswte in opening the case said.—The 
prisoner at the bar, William Edwards, is 
charged under two counts in the indictment 
ith having attempted to steal and carry away 
certain goods belonging to the Shangl 
Steam Navigation Company. I will read the 
indictment. It is as follows ;— 
ai to yit—Hiram Shaw Wilkinion, Eagui 
Adlng’ Law.

His Loxpsmir pointed out to the jury that 
anything the witness stated which had been 
told to him by Rosquist_ was not evidence, 
Witness continued—I received informa- 
tion from Rosquist that the attempt torob the 
treasure room would be made on the night 
of the 10th of December. I took measures to 
frustrate the attempt. The steamer wns 
lying at the Mingpo Wharf.

On the morning of the day the 
robbery was attempted, I saw the prisoner on 
the steamer, It would beabout ten o'clock in 
the morn ‘When Iwas on the Wharf I 
heard cracking sounds as if the figures I saw 
were trying to force open the specie room 
door, The prisoner is the man Rosquist 
apoke of to me as Edwards. Brown, the pilot, 
is an American. 

By the prisoner—My second officer was the 
first person to tell me that the robbery was 
in contemplation, The means I took to 
frustrate it was to wait until it was attempted, 
and then to catch the perpetrators. I did 
not ee you, near when the robbery was 
attempted, ‘Tie last I saw of you was at ten 
o'clock inthe morning. You have been in the 
habit of coming on board to collect bills. I 
know nothing of you in connection with the 
robbery except what Rosquiat has told me. 

EpwARD tosquist deposed—I am a Swede, 
and have been employed on the Hupeh, as 
second officer. I was so employed on the 10th 
of December last. An attempt was to be 
made to commit a robbery on the steamer 
about half past ten o'clock that night. I 
knew a fortnight before that the attempt 
was to be made. Brown first told me 
of it, aud said that Edwards was to be ove 
of the party. He wanted me to join them. 
I told Captain Steele about it the ean 
‘evening. When Brown spoke to me Tagreed 
to join in with them, I saw Edwards a 
fortnight before attempt was maie. 
He was in Brown's room on the steamer, 
I went into the room and it was then 
made up that we should break into the 
treasure room when there was plenty of 
treasure on board, Edwards was present and 
agreed to what was said, Brown was to 
break the door open, and Edwards was to 
come down in a sampan to take the treasure 
away. I promised to assist. Captain Stecle 
told me to tell then I would help them.

I 
jocked the door and kept possession of the 
key. On the following Monday I discharged 
the boxes from the treasure room, on the order 
produced. ‘The boxes were not opened on 
the steamer. It is not customary to open boxes 
purporting to contain treasure. I received 
them on board and discharged them in the 
ordinary way. 

Cuantes Jacont deposcd—I was third 
officer of the steamer Hupeh in December 

T knew Edwards by sight, having seen 
him on board the steamer. About six o'clock 
on the night of the 10th of December I was 
leaving the steamer when I met him, He 
appeared to be going on board, 

Attl gestion of a juror Rosquist was 
recalled, and said he was prepared to awear 
that he saw Edwards’ features distinctly in 
the sampan. It was not only by his voice 
that he recognised him, but his featu 

‘The prisoner pointed out to his Lordship 
that at the preliminary examination Rosquist 
said he could not distinetly recoguise him ; he 
only thought he could, 

His Lonnsure referred to the deposition 
and read that portion of Rosquiat’s evidence 
alluding to the identification of the prisoner, 

His Lorpsur said from what was on the 
deposition, Rosquist certainly said he could 
recognise the prisoner.
